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ing country. As the merchants doing busi- 
nets here increase their capital and the price 
of woods falls, traders’ to the east, west and 
north find it more profitable to deal here 
from time to time during the trading season 
than to go to Battleford, Calgary or Winni- 
peg once a year as they used to do. Conse- 
quently many more thousands of dollars 
worth of goods and fur are handled here 
than forinerly, to the mutual profit of the 
merchant and the trader. Besides, a break 
has been made during the past season into 
the great Mackenzie river basin, six or seven 
traders having gone into that country by 
way of Edmonton. The action of the H. B. 
Co, in making Edmonton the depot of their 
trade also into the Mackenzie, Athabasca 
and Peace rivers has added greatly to the 
prosperity and importance of the place by 
giving employment to many freighters and 
boatmen, nearly all of this locality. The 
geographical position of Edmonton makes it 
the gateway of the far north country, as 
Winnipcg is and was of the whole North- 
West. Now that both the H. B. Co. and 
other traders have made it the base of their 
operations in that country, even to the 
Arctic ocean, its position and prospects are 
assured. 

Rome was not built inaday and neither 
are towns which have to depend on the 
natural growth of the country around them 
for their growth. Such towns cannot ex- 
pect to grow as fast as places where govern. 
ment money is wasted or speculators’ money 
squandered in a boom, but their growth is 
much more substantial. They are safer 
places to invest in and therefore vetter. 
Considering the disadvantages under which 
this town and district have labored in the 
past, specially,as well as in common with the 
rest of the territories, the wonder is not that 
it has not grown faster but that it has grown 
atall. And when it is remembered that it 
has shown a better and more steady growth 
than any but one or perhaps two towns in 
the territories, it will be seen that it must 
have special advantages of situation or of 
trade such as other towns with railroad com- 
munication and government patronage which 
have made less progress do not possess. 
Matters have not gone as well here iu the 
past as had been hoped for, but there is 
every reason to believe that we are on the 
eve of an era of progress such as will fulfil 
all reasonable expectations.

The Yellow ‘‘river” not ‘fever’ as the BuL- 
LeTIN telegrams stated lately, is what has 
caused the destruction of thousands of lives 
in China by oRanging its course, consequent 
upon a tremendous freshet. Eleven popu- 
lous cities were flooded and whole provinces 
swept of their pathered crops, and now lie 
under a lake ten to thirty feet deep. Mil- 
lions of people are homeless and starving. 
The weather is bitterly cold. Such inunda- 
tions by the river are not infrequent and 
have earned for it the nickname of ‘China's 
ecrrow.” 

The Leader denies that Mr. Davin wae at. 
Ottawa pleading for permission to establish 
hop beer breweries in the North-West. He 
had been requested by the hop beer brewers 
to ask the government for an explanation of 
their policy in allowing these breweries to 
exist for four years and then shutting them 
down without any netice.

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EDMONTON. 

The large amount of building improve- 
inente made in Edmonton during the past 
season, of which a list appears in another 
column, shows a satisfactory and substantial 
growth. Every dollar is invested by local 
men, Nota nickel comes from the govern- 
ment or from outside speculators. This 
growth shows, notwithstanding all draw- 
backs, a continued and increased confidence 
of the people in the place and is evidence of 
an increase of population, of wealth and of 
trade in the surrounding and tributary coun- 
try. Times may be hard, and every inan in 
the district may not be as successful in his 
efforts as could he wished, but there must 
have been progress or the results of progress 
would not have been so apparent. 

The progress that is being made in the 
country asin the town is not of the showy 
order. It is rather the improving of what is 
than the starting of something new, but it is 
none the less progress. We do not hear of 
mailes and miles of fencing, of thousands of 
acres of wheat, of huge areas of prairie turn- 
ed over by steam plows, but we do see 
comfortable houses being erected here and 
there through the country, an increased 
number of outbuildings and larger herds of 
cattle than ever hefore. By the simple pro- 
cess of raising enough cattle to supply the 
home demand the farmers have succeeded 
in almost stopping the late drain of cash out 
of the country to procure beef, and thereby 
help to yive the hard times a stand off. 
The amount of stock in the country is in- 
creasing yearly, and prosperity increases 
with it. 

A portion of the improved circumstances 
of the country is due to the comparative 
nearness of the railway. While this has 
brought down the price of flour, one of the 
farmer's staples, from $10 to $3 it has not 
reduced the price of his beef, pork or dairy 
produce to anything like the same cxtent. 
The reduction in the price of flour haa been 
& benefit to all classes except the farmer, and 
inasmuch as the price of store goods, especi- 
ally groceries, has fallen equally with flour, 
money that formerly had to go to procure 
the bare necessaries of life can now be saved 
or applied to further improvements. The 
past season has seen the price of store goods 
reduced to a lower point than ever. ; 

Not the least advantage that Edmonton 
enjoys compared with any other town in the 
North-Weat except Lethbridge is the ample 
supply of good and cheap coal mined within 
ite limits. In this northern climate fuel is a 
very heavy expense during at least half the 
year, The town having the cheapest fuel 
enjoys a considerable advantage,and certain. 
ly in the matter of a cheap as well as an in- 
exhaustible supply of coal Edimonton tewn 
and vicinity takes the lead. Increased com: 
petition has reduced the price and improved 
the quality this winter over what it ever was 
before. 

The lumber trade has always been leoked 
Upon as an important support to Edmonton, 
Ina position to do the lumbering andlumber 
manufacturing for allthe Upper Saskatche- 
wan country, the development of that in- 
dustry means the development of the place, 
Not only was more Jumber taken out and 
sawed at or near Edmonton, and marketed, 
last year than ever before but owing to the 
entry of the strong firm of Moore & Mac- 
dowell of Prince Albert into the business and 
the continued exertions of the firme already 
established here, double as much will be 
done next year; and a continued yearly in- 
crease may be looked for to keep pace with 
settlement all along the river, 

It is however asacentre of the fur trade 
that Kdmonton has made the greatest ad- 
vance in the past year or two. From the 
largely increasing amount of goods brought 
in each year it is plain that the trade of the 
place is growing faster than is acoounted for 
by the growth of the immediately surround:

Treasurers of districts will note provisions of 
sections 63 and 92, as failure to comply with 
such provisions will deprive schools of the 
government grants. °

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Acircular from: the North-West board of 
education states that all regulations of the 
board heretofore in force, are continued for 
the present, subject to the following modi- 
fications: 

Teachers must keep their records in dupli- 
cate, one copy to be retained as part of the 
recordsof the school. 

The trustees of schools not designated 
either Protestant or Roman Catholic must 
select for use therein either the list of books 
authorized by the Protestant or Roman 
Catholic section of the board for use in the 
schools of its section and at once notify the 
secretary of the board of education of the 
selection made. Such schools will be in- 
spected by the inspectors of the section of 
the board of euucation whose selection of 
school books has been adopted by the trus- 
tees. 

The next examination of teachers will be 
held on Tuesday, the 14th February next. 

The works assigned for examination in 
English literature are:—For 2nd class, 
Scott's ‘‘ Lady of the Lake:” for lst class, 
Shakespeare's ‘* Merchant of Venice.” 

The examination will be conducted in ac- 
cordance with the regulations of the board, 
issued 22nd April, 1885, but it was resolved 
that, notwithstanding anything contained in 
the said regulations, it shall be permissable 
for any person to be a candidate for a first or 
second class Certifivate. On passing the 
examination for such certificate the candi- 
date will be granted a non-professional cer- 
tificate, which enall not he made professional 
until satisfactory evidence of the candidate's 
teaching ability has been furuished to the 
board. 

The places where examinations will be held 
will be fixed by the inspectors so soon as 
they know the number and residences of the 
eandidates who intend to present themselves 
for examination. Candidates, who have not 
already done so, should at once notify the 
inspector of their district of their intention 
to attend the examination and of the class of 
certificate for which they are candidates.
